Their bravery should be ap­ 
plauded. But do not lose sight of 
the fact that the real heroes were 
those who stuck to their posts of 
duty, and went to their death.

Captain U lm has proven that his 
men are capable of taking a hike un­ 
der regulation equipment and in reg­ 
ulation time. Saturday evening at 7 
o’clock he and fourteen members of 
Company L started afoot for the San­ 
tiago Canyon, seven miles away. Each 
man carried his outfit, weighing 
56 
pounds. The regulation hike calls for 
three miles in fifty minutes, then ten 
minutes’ rest, then three miles in fif­ 
ty minutes, etc. 
The boys liked the 
march. In camp every man had to pre­ 
pare his own meals, put up his own 
tent find sleep on the ground. 
Yesterday was spent in signal work 
and target practice. A t 2 o’clock the 
start home was made, and the squad 
arrived here at 3:20 o’clock, all fresh 
and pleased with the journey.

hikes reguiar features of Company L 
life. 


STO C K TO N . A pril 29— It is 
esti­ 
mated that this year’s crop of potatoes 
in San Joaquin County and the terri­ 
tory im m ediately to the west will cov­ 
er 25,000 acres. 
Potatoes are planted 
continuously, 
beginning even before the danger of 
frost is over and continuing late into 
the fall. New land is being put in all 
the time and some of the old land is 
worked over for another crop. In land 
freshly broken for potato raising the 
vegetables are kept growing in rota­ 
tion, new seed potatoes being worked 
in as fast as the matured tubers are 
taken out. The harvesting begins at 
one end of the field, the recultivation 
and replanting following immediately. 
In this way the crop continues nine 
months in succession. 
The yield runs all the way from 100 
to 300 sacks to the acre. The current 
price depends, of course, on clim atic 
conditions and the 
m arket 
demand. 
This season early potatoes w ill proba­ 
bly sell at about $2.50 a sack whole­ 
sale, owing to the backward growth 
and late frosts.
